The inventions listed as Groups 1-5 do not relate to a single general 
inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack 
the same or corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 
the powdered hemoglobin of Group 1 is anticipated by DAS et al. (USP 
3,964,865) who teach lyophilized or powdered hemoglobin. Therefore, Group 1 
lacks a special technical feature and is distinct from Groups 2-5.
